In fa n tile p aralysis cases in 1949 
m e ru n n in g fa r ahead of 1944 —

An A ssociated Press survey to­ 
day show ed 6,971 cases over the 
nation th ro u g h J u ly 27, with 337 
polio deaths.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington.— One partial by-product of 
Cardinal Spellman's attack on Mrs. Roose­ 
velt is a new political alignment which may 
reshape 
the

the entire nation. It may 
spell 
the difference b e­ 
tween the election of a 
Democratic and Republi­ 
can president in 1952, and 
a Republican and Demo­ 
cratic congress in 1950. 
To understand what is 
happening,

Democratic political leaders

ing that the alliance is almost certain to fall 
apart. They base this upon two factors. 
One, 
is the much-publicized attack on 
Mrs. Roosevelt by 
Cardinal 
Spellman, 
which has focused nation-w’ide attention on 
religious issues. 
Two, is the much-less publicized opposi­ 
tion of Cardinal Spellman to ex-Governor 
Herbert Lehman, who had hoped to be the 
lirst Jew in history to be elected 
to 
the 
United States senate. 
CARDINAL OPPOSES LEHMAN 
Lehman, who served as governor of New 
York longer than any other man, w’as con­ 
sidered a sure winner for the senate seat 
of e x -Senator Bob Wagner. As governor, 
he had received the support of all religious 
groups. However, the cardinal and Lehman 
got into an argument last year over the 
banning of The Nation, a magazine, from 
New’ York public school libraries because 
The Nation had published a series of arti­ 
cles by Paul Blanshard critical of the Cath­ 
olic church. 
Lehman took the position at that time 
that, since the New York public schools are 
attended by Protestants and Jew s as well 
as Catholics, their reading material should 
not be fixed by’ Catholics alone. Lehman 
] felt that the Catholic church 
had 
every 
right to set the reading material in its own 
parochial schools, but not in public schools 
which are supported by the taxpayers. 
Cardinal Spellman, however, vigorously 
disagreed with Lehm an and yvrote him a 
sharp personal letter. 
Now that Lehman is available for the 
senate, he has received w’ord from Cath­ 
olic leaders that, because of his stand on 
the censorship of the nation, he would have 
definite church opposition. 
Naturally this 
would make it difficult, if not impossible, 
for him to win. This has been the chief rea­ 
son why the ex -governor has delayed in an­ 
nouncing his candidacy.

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FAMILY KEEPS 
CYMBAL SECRET 


Uses Special Process In 
Making: Instrument 


By HAL BOYLE 
New York, i(/P>—The Aedis Zil- 
djian family has held a secret for 
326 years. 
“We don’t tell it to the women,” 
said Zildjian. “The father tells it 
only to his eld­ 
est son, and in 
time he tells it 
to his eldest son. 
In this way we 
keep the secret.” ; 
The secret 
is 
how 
to 
make 
cymbals. 
T h a i ; 
doesn’t 
s o u n d 
like much of a 
secret — but the 
cymbal isn’t 
as 
simple 
as 
it 
sounds. You don’t 
have to 
age 
a 
saxaphone. You do a cymbal—it 
has to be mellowed like a good 
,wine. 
I hese musical noise-makers are 
as old as the Bible, but the Zildj­ 
ian family has been m anufactur­ 
ing them only since 1623. It was 
in that year that the first Avedis 
Zildyian, a Constantinople alche­ 
mist, discovered a secret process 
for making an ideal cymbal metal 
Lorn an alloy of tin, copper 
and 
silver. 
Through the centuries the fam i­ 
ly developed almost a world m o­ 
nopoly 
in 
the 
m anufacture of 
cymbals. They still dominate it. 
“It is easy to analyze the alloy 
we use,” says 
Avedis 
Zildyian. 
“But no one can put it together— 
and some of the 
biggest 
metal 
companies in the 
country 
have 
tried.” 
Zildjian, a 59-year-old A rm eni­ 
an who came to this country in 
1909, has done more than any oth ­ 
er single man to m ake the m usi­ 
cal world cymbal-minded. 
“When I started, the bands only 
used one kind of cymbal—a heavy 
one,” he said. “Now' wre have 171 
models in different weights and 
sizes.” 
His 12-man factory at Quincy, 
Mass., now turns out thousands of 
cymbals yearly. The w'ork 
is 
all 
done by hand, and it takes 45 days 
to tu rn the rude metal ingots into 
sounding brass. 
“It isn’t easy to ham m er cym ­ 
bals,” said Zildjian; “It takes a 
man at least six years to become 
skillful.” 
The cymbals then are stored in 
vaults anyw here from six months 
to 20 years until each reaches its 
proper resonance. 
Zildjian 
now 
has 40,000 in the process of ag­ 
ing. 
“And they have 40,000 different 
tones,” he said. “Find two that are 
alike and I’ll give you $1,000— 
and the cymbals, too. I’ve never 
heard two that sounded exactly 
alike.” 
It is this variance in tone that 
accounts for the volume of the 
cymbal 
business. 
Professional 
drum m ers collect them like post­ 
age stamps. A cymbalist for Tos­ 
canini has three chests full—about 
200,” said Zildjian. “Jazz drum -
